Your request for information regarding military service has been re- 
ceived by the State Archives. A standard records search generally involves 
consulting at least seven relevant records series, some of which have been 
published and are listed below.

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Hk precise antiquity of the surname Reading ts difficult to 
determine. The name is supposed, however, to have had 
its genesis during the period of the Saxon Hleptarchy, and 
to have been derived from the Saxon tribe Radingas, the 
descendants of Raeca, whose best monument is their most 
enduring settlement, Reading,* the shiretown of Berks, Eng- 
Jand ; and it is this local nomenclature which furnished, after 
the Norman conquest, a surname for some of its citizens, who, through the vicissitudes 
of war, or from choice, migrated elsewhere within the kingdom. 

Certain it is that the family Reading, never a numerous one, was of ancient 
seating in Hertfordshire and in London, and that the surname was variously spelled 
and indifferently used ty the earlicr members thereof as de Redynge, Rydinge, 
Redding, and Reading. 

~ Robert de Reading, monk of Westminster, a chronicler cf the events and 
opinions of the age in which he lived and bore a part, was perhaps the most in- 
teresting of the early personalities of the name. He was the author of that portion 
of the Flores Historiarur:f embraced within the years 1307-1325, and contained in 
Chetham MS. 6712, of which there is a copy in Cotton MS. Cleopatra, A 16. Dr. 
LLuard, in his edition of this work, says that the history of Edward [L's reign, by 
Robert de Reading, at Westminstes, ‘must rank as of equa! authority with the other 
chroniclers of that time.” Of the writer nothing is positively known but that he 
died in 1325, and that he was the brother ef John de Kedyiire, of London, whose 
will{ was proved in 1327, and probably the son of William Redynee, hieh sheriff of 
London, 1316, who in his will,§ 1320, names sons William, John, and Robert.

Edmund Redynge, as prior of Bisham, parish of Bray, county Berks, was party 
to an agreement between that priory and Wiliam Bangor, Esq’, in 1434, to which 
is attached a fragment of the ancient seal of the convent, in use before its re-founda- 
tion,—a large oval, representing the Virgin seated and holding a globe surmounted 
by a cross. *

~-Redynge was enfeoffed ef the Manor of Whitchorse, Croyden, some ten miles from 


London, in 1360, by John de Chirbury, marshal to Edward IIL, who had obtained a 
grant of free warren. Of this family, though somewhat later, was John Redynge, 
Esq‘, treasurer to the houschold of Prince Henn, afterwards Henry VIL The 
following inscription to his memory and that of his wife was fermerly to be seen in 
Croyden Church: “ Here Lyeth John Redinge Esq’, late Treasurer to Prince Henry, 
son to Henry VII, and Mary his wife, Mistres to the Prince of Castell; which John 
deceased the third daye of January, Anno MCCCCCVIII.” The tomb bore these 
arms: Arg, three boars’ heads couped sa, (for Redinge) impaling, barry of ten arg. 
and gu. a lion ramp. crowned er (for Brandon). f He was brother to Hugh Redinge, 
of Leominster, county Hereford, Esq’, and married Man the daughter of Sir William 
Brandon, sister of the standard-bearer slain by Richard HI. at Bosworth Field, and 
aunt of the celebrated Duke of Suffolk. From the will] of Sir Thomas Brandon, 
her brother, datec 11 January, 1509, she would appear to have survived her hus- 
band. 

James Reading was a benefactor of St. Marys, Newington, Southwark, London, 
and with his widow is buried under the communion table of that church. The stone 
marking the spot contains the arms, Arg. a chevron between three boars’ heads 
couped sa. ; also the inscription, ‘In hope of a glorious Resurrection, lie the Bodies 
of James Reading, Esq? and Mary his Third Wife, whose exemplary Piety towards 
God, Integrity towards Man, Charity to the Poor and Humility towards All, made 
them live desired, and dic lamented by all that knew them. Lovely and pleasant 
they were in their Lives, and in their Death, not long divided. Fle departed this 
Life the 24 Day of November, 1694, in the 70" Year of his Age, and she on the 9th 
of August, 1697, in the 627 Year of her Age.” 

The Reading name is thus represented in the early alumni of Oxford Uni-

William Reading, son of William, of Staffordshire, born at Swin, parish of 
Womborne, county Stafford, 17 September, 1674; matriculated University College, 
I June, 1693; B.A., 4 February, 1696-7 ; M.A., from St. Mary's Hall, 1703 ; vicar of 
Sixhills, county Lincoln, 1704-6; sub-lbrarian ef Zion College, London, 1708 ; 
lecturer at St. Alphage, 1712, and at St. Michael, Crooked Lane, 1725; reader at 
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Christ Church, London, 1733: died to December, 1744.0 “ He was remarkable for 
his plain and honest manner of life and preaching, a ripe and industrious scholar and 
a well learned man, who gave to the Hbrary of which he was en officer a greater 
degree of development than it had before received." * Ele edited an edition of the 
early ceclesiastical historians, Eusebius, Pamphilus, Secrates, ete., with notes, and was 
the author of a life of Christ and two volumes of Sermons.t His son Thomas, who 
succeeded him at Zion College, was also eminent for his learning. f

The Reverend John Reading, D.D., prebend a Canterbury, is the best known 
of the graduates. Born in Bu Hebei iced in 1588, he was graduated 17 October, 
1607 ; received the degree of M.A. from St. Mary's Mall, 22 June, 1610; took holy 
orders and became chaplain to Edward, Lord Zouch, lord warden of the cinque ports 
and governor of Jover Castie, and upon the request of the parishioners of St. Mary’s, 
Dover, was made rector of that church, 2 December, 1616. In this position he was 
much esteemed in the vicinage, especially by the Puritan party, whose principles he 
largely advocated. Later he was appointed chaplain in ordinary to Charles J. and 
bachcior of divinity. During the period of the civil wars, by reason of his support 
of the king, his brary was plundered and he banished and sent to prison for a year 
and seven months. Through the intercession of the king he afterwards received the 
living of Cheriton in Kent, a prebendship at Canterbury, and about the same time, 
1644, was commissioned by the Assembly of Divines one cf the nine clergy to write 
annotations on the New Testament. Early in the followin year, upon the dis- 
covery of a plct for the capture of Dover Castle by the royalists, he was seized and 
imprisoned in Leeds, where, coatintung for some tunic, he composed the “Guide to the 
Holy City : or Directions and Helps to an Holy Life,’"§ cte. He was finally released 
and restored to his sequestered Twing at Dover. Qn the restoration of Charles IL, 
Dr. Reading presented to his Majesty at his first landing, 25 May, 1660, a large 
Bible, in the name of the Corporation of Dever, and made an address, which was

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John, who held a major's cominission and is thought to have died in Ireland ; Lionel, 


who was many years an officer in “the Emperor's army ; Thomas, a captain of foot 
under Queen Anne; and Kobert, who was jicutenaat-colonel of Clayton's regiment of 
foot, and behaved well at the bate of Dumblane against the Pretender’s forces in 
1715, and at the battle of Glenshicl, in Scetand, the year following, where ne com- 
manded in chief and took a large number of prisoners. 

John Reading, chorister of incoln Cathedral, 1675, and later of Winchester 
College, was an eminent musician and murical composer of his day, and to him is 
ascribed the well-known college song Dale Domen. The Latin graces sung before 
and after meat are also attributed to hin. He diced in 1692. 

John Reading, a relative, possibly son, of the former, was born in 1677, and 
educated at Chapel Royal under Dr. Mow ; was organist of Dulwich Collese, which

He died at !.on- 
don, 2 September, 1764. John Stanley, the famous blind organist, was one of his 
pupils. 

Sir Robert Reading, of Dublin, was created a baronet of Ircland, 27 August, 
1675 He was buricd at Newark, county Notts, 25 March, 1689, having maried 
Jane, Countess of Mountrath, widow, and daushter of Sir Robert Hannay, baronet 
of Scotland. Their only daughter, Filzabeth, married James Hamilton, sixth Parl 
of Abcreorn. 
one of the Crown surveyors for the bishoprics of Canterbury, 
Winchester, Chichester, Ely, and London, made valuation returns for the ‘several

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printed in a broadside.* It was at this juncture that he was reappointed to his pre- 
bendship of Canterbury, and also to the rectory of Chartham, near by, where, after a 
long life of mingled prosperity and affliction, he dicd 26 October, 1667, and was 
buried in the chancel of Chartham Church.

Nathaniel Reading, Esq‘, probably the M.A. from Merton College, Oxford, was 
bred at the Inns af Court, London; called to the bar; was a noted counsellor and 
orator. In his youth he made a tour of Europe, and was in Naples at the insurrec- 
tion of Masaniello. Indeed, it is said that he was secretary to the usurper and con- 
demned to the scaffold, but that upon the delivery of a fine oration, which much 
impressed the people, he was pardoned, and immediately returned to England. He 
was counsel for the Papish lords comimitted to the Tower of Londen for complicity in 
the Popish plot, and for too great zeal on their behalf was likewise imprisoned in the 
same place. Throiwyh the influence of the Earl of Antrim, who was at the head of 
the Papist party in licland, he was liberated, and was later commi:zsioned to collect 
the fee farm-rents in wrrears by the dehnquency of George Villiers, Duke of Bucking- 
ham, from the Level of Ifatfeid Chase, in the counties of York, Lincoln, and Not- 
tingham. This was the greatest chase of red deer in the possession of the crown, 
and contained upwards of one hundred and cighty thousand acres, and Mr. Reading's 
position was far from being a sinecure. Por a period of more than forty years, as 
appears from his memorial to the commissioners of the Court of Sewers, there was a 
perpetual struggle between hims sit and the tenants, and he encountered in the dis- 
charge of his duties no less than thirty-one set battles, wherein several of his under-

ARMOKIAL. BEARINGS. 


That the Readings of the several counties of England, wherein the name is 
found, sprang from a common origin, would scem to be muaufest from the similarity 
of their coat-armor, which is thus blazoned in Burke, Papworth, and other heraldic 
authorities :

Crest,.on a mount vert a hind’s head 
couped ppi., yorged with a celiar nedulée sa. and heidinyg in the mouth a branch of 
cinquefoils vert. Motto, Dies defend de avert. 


The science of heraldry assumed no tanvibility until the end of the twelfth 
century, but frorn that period the devices employed therein were endless in variety, 
“from the highest of things celestial to the lowest of things terrestrial,” and, while 
they embodied the ideal character of al! symbols, were in themselves simple and 
expressive. Indeed, the more impressive their simplicity the greater the supposed 

antiquity of the coat-armor. 

Wtwill be seen that the characteristic charge or device of the above armorial 
matriculations was that of the three boars’ heads. This was also the distinctive charce 
used by Jolin Reading, a barvister of the Inner Temple, London, who in 1629 was 
co-trustee and executor, with the ever-ememorable John Hampden, John Winthrop, 
and Thomas Dudley, of the will ef Isaae Johnson, the wea'tthie:: patentee of Masse 
chussetts colony, and in 1639 was advisor of John Winthrop, Governor 
of thot colony, in some matters of law in Ingland. Tho seal of this 
John Reading, preserved amonz the winthrop parers is practically

Dear Mr. McCarthy: - 

Yesterday I tried to make you a photocopy of the Reading article but 
they came out so miserably that I have, instead, typed out a transcript of 
the article here enclosed. I can not, of course, do the same for any one 
else and have now decided to refuse to make photocopies for anybody in 
the future. 

The article interests me somewhat because I believe I descend from a 
Daniel Howell with wife Mary who are buried at Ewing Presbyterian Church 
near Trenton, New Jersey. He is generally beflieved to have descended 
from Edward Howell of Southampton, Long Island, but I do not think the 
line has been completely proved at all points. I must examine Leach's 
book. I have examined it in the past but for another matter. Leach was 
an old fuddy-duddy and I have found much sloppy work done by hin. Tf -it 
should happen that Daniel Howell of Ewing was the Daniel mentioned in this 
article, I shall arouse the ire of a large number of descendants of the 
Ewing Daniel who enthusiastically believe they come down from Edward of 
Southampton! Said Edward had a lot of interesting gentry ancestry and 
perhaps noble and royal as well. 

You should try to come up with an explanation of how a Quaker could be 
called a colonel. Dr. Beatty's failure to resolve this difficulty is a 
major fault in the article. Quakers ordinarily do not have military 
titles, though the immortal W. Penn was, indeed, a captain in the Royal 
Army but before he became a Quaker. It is ironic that the only really 
first class likeness of William which has survived is one which shows him 
in armor! William went about wearing a sword, as most gents of his day 
did. Upon his conversion he asked G. Fox whether he should continue to 
wear the sword, and Fox gave him the famous answer, "Wear it as long as 
thou canst!" As a young fellow Samuel Pepys remarked that William on his 
return from a trip to France was wearing foppish French clothes and had 
adopted foppish French mannerisms. Of course, William was one of the few 
Quakers who wore a wig, but this because in childhood he had had a disease 
which bore some of the qualities of alopecia and he was actualiy bald, 
and the kind Friends thought it reasonable for him to wear a wig. 

I should warn you that Beatty's statement that Col. John Reading was 
in West New Jersey by 1680 is probably too early. There doth not appear 
to be any evidence of his crossing that early. There were Quakers there 
by 1677 but no evidence for Reading has as yet been cited.

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ENGLISH ANCESTRY OF THE READING FAMILY OF NEW JERSEY 


by Joseph M. Beatty, Ph.D., of Baltimore, Maryland 


The Reading family of New Jersey descends from Co’. John Reading and his 
wife Elizabeth who were living in West New Jersey about 1680. They were 


married 22 Feb. 1682; it is not, known whether they were married abroad or in 


America.They had four children:~ Elizabeth, born 5 June 1684, died 22 June 
1692; John (generally known as President Reading or Governor Reading), born 
6 June 1686, died 7 Nov. 1767; Mary, born 26 Sept. 1688, died 27 Feb. 1732 
(married Capt. Daniel Howell): and Sarah, born 26 Aug. 1691. Col. John 
Reading's wife Elizabeth died 20 Jan. 1714, aged 57. Her husband, Col. John 
Reading, was born, as will be shown, 14 July 1657. He died in October 1717 
and according to tradition was buried, as was his wife, in the Buckingham 
Friends Meeting Cemetery, Buckingham, Bucks County, Pa. 

Gov. John Reading was married, 30 Nov. 1720, to Mary daughter of George 


Ryerson of Bergen County, N.J. Their eldest daughter, Ann Reading, was bap- 


tized 21 July 1723 and died 22 March 1768; ,she married the Rey. Charles 
Beatty whose Journal makes possible the identification of Col. Reading's 
parents. 

In 1898 Jositah Granville Leach published the most complete record of the 
Reading family to date.2 Although Mr. Leach's record of the descendants of 
Colonel Reading is valuable, his comment upon the conjectural English back- 
ground of the family is misleading. In this paper I plan to clarify this 
background somewhat, to make further conjectures, and to lay the foundation 
for future investigations that I hope someone may make. 

Among Mr. Leach's conjectures were, that Colonel Reading was of gentle 
birth, that he was perhaps from Ireland or from London [he may haye been in 
London for a time], but that Daniel Reading who was associated with him in 
West New Jersey was his father or his brother, that Colonel Reading was not 
a Quaker, and that he must have been at least 21 years of age in 1677, 

I am now able to show that Colonel Reading was of good yeoman birth, that 
he was the son of John and Mary Reading, Quakers, of Pipe Hill, Lichfield, 
Staffordshire, England, and that he was born 14 Sept. 1657. Whatever his 
religious affiliation was when he came to America, he was born a Quaker. 
His ancestors back to 1470 were yeomen, prosperous until the English Ciyil 
War, when they were impoverished by sacrificing their property to aid the 
cause of King Charles I. There are many puzzling details in the background, 
Which will be indicated at the end of my article, with suggestions as to 
possible ways of clarifying them. 

Some years ago in the hope of settling the question of Colonel Reading's 
Quaker origin, I searched Gilbert Cope's valuable transcriptions of English 
Friends records of the Seventeenth Century. These transcriptions are in 
the library of the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, in Philadelphia. In 
“The Records of the Quarterly Meeting og Cheshire and Staffordshire," I 
found items relating to two families of Reading, one at Linn, the other at 
Pipe Hill. At Linn, William and Mary Reading were the parents of: 


John, born 4. 2. 1649 


Thomas, born 12. 14. 1652; married 3. 10. 1683 Susannah Ward 
Luke, born 3. 26. 1655 


Here was a John Reading whose date of birth could‘be right, but the other 
names did not seem to fit. The Pipe Hill record was much more rewarding; 
John and Mary Reading of Pipe Hill were the parents of:

Daniel Reading, born 5. 28. 1661

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Here was a John Reading, born in 1657, with a brother Daniel. This would 
eem to be a lead, but as yet only a probable one. In 1957, learning that in 
he Library of Congress was the original Journal kept by my ancestor, the 
ev. Charles Beatty (son-in-law of Governor Reading, on a trip through the 

dlands of England in 1762, I conjectured that if any of the relatives of 
s wife, Ann Reading Beatty, were still living there, he might well have 
isited them. With this in mind, I consulted the Journal in Washington 
nd discovered the following entry, dated 18 Feb. 1762, following a stop in 
lottingham: 7 
"set of for Barton where I breakfasted & dined Lichfield 3 Crowns and 
odged at Mr. Job Readings Pipe Hill (cozin to John Reading in America)." 
Here was the sort of find that any genealogist would welcome. As if the 
ame Job were not enough to identify his host as probably son of the Job who 
as the only son of John and Mary Reading who did not come to America, Mr. 
eatty further gave the most helpful information that he was of Pipe Hill, 
nd best of all, that he was cousin to John Reading in America. Since Col. 
ohn Reading had died in 1717, and Gov. John Reading was still living in 
erica, the latter (Mr. Beatty's father-in-law) must be the John Reading 
eant. If the Job Reading born in 1659 had a son Job, this Job would 
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olonel Reading's brother was born in 1659, we may assume he was not living 
n 1762. ‘ 

The Rev. Charles Beatty after leaving Pipe Hill went on to Birminghan, 
hence to Leicester, and dined "at Mr Readings at Bedworth"-24 Feb. 1762. | 
nfortunately, Mr. Beatty did not further identify this Mr. Reading. 

So there is no doubt that the emigrant John Reading was born 7. 14. 1657, 

the son of John and Mary Reading of Pipe Hill. We can assume that he and his 
rother Daniel emigrated to America about 1680. 
Pipe Hill is a tiny hamlet one and three-quarters miles from the center of 
ichfield, in the parish of St. Michael. It contains three or four large 
houses, "Fossways," "Pipe Hall," and "Pipe Hill Farm" (also called "Pipe 
range"). In 1959 I visited Pipe Hill and came to the tentative conclusion 
that "Pipe Hill Farm" is the ancestral home of the Readings, the home of Job 
Reading whom the Rev. Charles Beatty visited in 1762. It is a large com- 
ortable house that is definitely of the Seventeenth Century or earlier. 
But more of this later. 

In the histories of the region there are numerous references to the 
Readings, whose name is variously spelled Ridding, Rudding, Rydding, 
Reading, and Reding; all these spellings were used without distinction. 

here would seem to be general agreement that the original ancestor of the 
family to settle in this region was a Richard of the Ruddings or Riddings 
ho in 1470 leased the Manor of Thornes from Thomas Thorne; the Rev. Mr.

The writer of a valuable article on the Rudings in The Gentleman's Mapa- 
ine for 1796 thus sums up the story of the Readings who had remained in 
ingland: “The family of Rudding, Rudging or Ridding began to settle in 
shenston in the reign of Henry VI or Edward IV. They were ruined in the 
rouble of Charles I's reign. In the year 1667 William and Nicholas of 
ynne, two of the name of Thomas of Stonall, William and Edward Ridding,

Happily, meanwhile, the Pipe Hill Readings had made their fortune in New 
ersey, or possibly in London before emigration, for Pomfret lists John 
teading the emigrant as of London, merchant. 

We now come to a puzzling problem, that of the coat of arms of the 
Readings. John Reading, the emigrant, used on his notarial seal the three

[his was the coat of arms used by most of the Reading families in England.

i This might suggest that Richard Rudding (1470) instead of taking his 


ame from the Rudings or rough country near Lichfield, was actually a scion 
ipf the Rudding family seated in one of the neighboring counties. 
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When I visited Pipe Hill Farm in 1959, the owner very kindly let me see 
the large room that served as a living room, a black-beamed, low-ceilinged 
room with a fireplace. Not knowing that I was aware of their significance, 
she called my attention to the dragons' heads carved above the fireplace. To |! 
my mind, this was good evidence that once the Rudings lived here and that 
this was, in all probability,, the home of Job Reading whom the Rev. Charles 
Beatty visited in 1762. Since the house goes back at least to the Seven- 
teenth Century, I would guess that it was also the home of the emigrant 
John Reading and of his parents John and Mary Reading. 

The most plausible suggestion I can make about the boars' heads coat-of- 
arms borne by Col. John Reading is that since his parents (and descendants) 
used the spelling Reading, it seemed logical to use the boars’ heads assoc- 
fated with Reading families using them rather than to use the dragons’ 
heads that were associated with families using the spelling Ruding. 

At any rate the, the New Jersey Readings have used the boars' heads for al- 
most 300 years, which should give them a prgsumptive right to them. If, 
however, anyone should pursue the pedigree back of 1470, it would be well to 
keep in mind the Rudings of Leicestershire and Worcestershire as possible 
progenitors of the Staffordshire Readings. 

It would seem to me that John Reading, Bailiff to Walter Heveningham of 
Pipe Hill in 1644. was probably the grandfather of the emigrant and the fa- 
her of John Reading who had the wife Mary. John and Mary produced their 
children between 1657 and 1664; this John, therefore, was probably too 
young to have been the bailiff in 1644. The bailiff, however, was definite- 
ly associated with Pipe Hill and so probably lived on the Pipe Hill Farn. 

There is an interesting reference to the bailiff in the Historical 


Collections for Staffordshire: "on the 36th of September, 1644, it is 


ordered that whereas quartermasters Burton and J. Shotwell had cattle 
taken from them by the enemy they have license to take prisoners if they 
can, John Ridding, Bailiff to Mr. Heveningham, and William Partrick of 
Longdon, and to make the best they can of them. "12 This is noted in the 
proceedings of the Committee of Sequestration sitting at Stafford. Mr. 
Heveningham was a Roman Catholic. 

The repetition of the name John for the eldest son from generation to 
generation is confusing. I should like to suggest that the Indenture 
referred to by Mr. Leach, 28-29 August 1677, "made between Edward 
Byllynge of Westminster in the Kingdom of Great Britain, the trustees of 
the one party, and the said John Reading and partners of the other party," 
was referring to the 


father of the emigrant, a mature man, and not to the emigrant who was still 
a minor. This would, I think, be supported by the fact that on the follow- 
ing days, August 31 and September 1, Thomas Howell of Haxleston in the 
County of Stafford, a mature man, acquired BEQPCELY in the same way from 
Benjamin Bartlett, son-in-law of Edward Byllynge.? In that case, here 
would be two mature Quakers on successive days acquiring title to property 
in West New Jersey. The elder John Reading and his wife Mary may never 
have emigrated, but their two young sons, John and Daniel, unquestionably 
did. The above Thomas Howell owned property in Tamworth on the border 

of Staffordshire and Warwickshire. It was his grandson who married Colonel 
Reading's Mary. Thomas Howell's son Daniel was born about 1660. and was 


ene 


therefore a contemporary of Colonel Reading. 
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I shall append to this article some data that will perhaps be helpful to 
someone who has time, money, and expert knowledge of the handwriting of the 
Renascence, who will make a thorough search of parish registers, wills 

and other records, in and near Lichfield to discover all references to 
Rudings, Readings, Ryddings, etc. I am hopeful that such a person can work 
out a complete and interesting pedigree of Col. John Reading. I wish to 
thank Mr. Appleyard, librarian of the City Library at Lichfield, for his 
great assistance to me, cheerfully offered during my brief visit and after- 
ards by correspondence. 
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This may have been a pewter tankard. Governor Reading in

p. 99; N. ¥. Col. Docs., VI., 108. He was recommended in 1718 for a seat in the 
Council (I6., V., 521), and was appointed in 1720 (Jb., V., 21), serving thereafter 
until 1758. In 1728 he was vamed as one of the commissioners for West Jersey to 
try pirates, who then abounded along the Atlantic coast.—Archives, V., 197. On 
the death of President John Hamilton, June 17, 1747, Mr. Reading, as the senior 
Councillor, became President of the Council, and assumed the duties of Governor 
(70., VI., 462), but gladly surrendered the seals to Governor Belcher two months 
later.—Jo., VII., 11. When Governor Belcher died, August 31, 1757, President 
Reading was in his seventy-thiri year, and was “ very bad of a Sore Leg,” so that 
it was out of the question for him to attend the meetings of the Legislature, to take 
upon himself the active duties of the Administration, and he strenuously begged to 
be allowed to resign, to which the friends of Robert Hunter Morris would have 
gladly assented, as this would have left the Administration in that gentleman's 
hands. However, as it could not be settled that a Councillor could resign without 
the Royal assent, Mr. Reading with great reluctance qualified as acting-Governor, 
and took upon himself the administration (Jb., VIIL., Pt. 2, pp. 259-270), which he 
retained practically until the arrival of Governor Bernard, in June, 1758. Six 
months later he was relieved from his official duties by the appointment of Charles 
Read in his stead as Councillor. (See post, under date December 12, 1758.) “At 
the ripe age of eighty-one his long, useful and honored career ended, amid the 
quiet of that beautiful spot which, under his cultivation, had emerged from a forest 
into a garden. By the side of Hunterdon's ancient thoroughfare, the Old York 
Road, in the graveyard of the old Amwell church, his ashes lie.'"—The Rev. Dr.

"heir ceneroOsity and fair dealing with their neighbors, red and white, 
cuaranteed to the Patentees the Peaceful home which they had sought throu 
the years Of exile from their native France. They named their lands for 
the temporary refuge they had found in the Rhine-Palantinate (die Pfalz). 


Ry 1692 they began to replace their Original loz huts with the sturdy 
stone dwellings which tOday constitute the oldest street in the United 
States with its original houses. The first one-room houses were enlarged 
as the next generation grew and prospered; but for the next 230 years, 
five of the six houses remained virtually unchang ed and Occupied by 
descendants Of the Original founders. 


In recent years the Huguenot Historical Society of New Paltz, N.Y., Inc. 
through the efforts of its family assOciations, has endeavored to obtain 
Ownership of all the houses and to make them a unique historic site, an 
educational experience for this and future generations, and a monument to 
the integrity, industry, and indePendence Of the founders. 


Furnishings of the ancient houses Offer a happy blend of heirlooms cheris 
by generations of descendants. The great chests they brought wath them 

from France, the Primitive tables of their earliest days here, Queen Anne 
Period, Chippendale and dowm to early Victorian, provide proof that histor 
did not stop in 1700. Tools, craft implements, household utensils and 
coOMstumes also illustrate the continuity of the Huguenot settlement. 


"“he 1799 House” and the DeyO Homestead, which was remodelled nearly a 
century later, illustrate the fact that though architectural styles change 
and affluence increased, the spirit of the Patentees remained the same. 


"The Peace Of the community is nowhere more evident than in the Bird 
Sanctuary just west of Locust Laym. woodland thicket and pond provide 
homes for the countless varieties of birds. 


Nature trails through the sanctuary are laid from the entrance On Jenkinst 
ROad, just off Route 322 


Four miles south of New Paltz on Route 32 stands Locust Lawn, built by 
JOsiah Hasbrouck in 1814. 


Its architecture reflects his travels in Washington and Yirginia- Its 
furnishings provide a texbook of PperiOd decOratioOns froOm Quesn Anne to 


early Jictorian. Magnificent china, Paintings by ami Phillips 
and Alden Weir, Pewter, fabrics, laces and ancient toys, provide 
a Picture of the life of a country zentleman's family in the 


early 19th century.

This bird’s-eye survey of “Manhattan Lying on the North River” is a copy, wide tinder! ito ca 
made about 1670, of the original Dutch map drawn in 1639 for the West India Company. 

The original has been lost, but another copy of it, made about the same time 

and probably by the same draftsman for Cosimo de* Medici. 

is now owned by the Italian government. The original may have been made by Andries 

Hudde, who became the first surveyor general of the province. 

(See F. Van Wyck, Keskachauge [New York, 1924], pages 134-69.) 


The map was made in the same year in which the West India Company, 
under pressure from the Netherlands government. began to relax 

its monopolistic restrictions on trade in New Netherlands and to offer 
more liberal terms to settlers in an effort to promote colonization. 

It is interesting to note, in this connection, that the map gives no indication 
of the trading village which clustered around the fort. 

but records the bouweries and small farms in detail. 

Also, as we shall see on the next page, 

the inset key calls attention to the fact that several formerly deserted farms 
have been reoccupied and that new buildings are under construction.

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THE RAPELYE FAMILY. 


This numerous and reputa- 
ble family is descended from 
that of de Rapalié, which, as 
early as the eleventh century 
possessed large estates in Bre- 
tagne, and ranked among the 
arriere-ban of the French nobi- 
lity. Some of its members were 
distinguished as rnilitary leaders 
in the crusades, others were ce- 
Jebrated for political eminence 
and professional talent. But in 
the religious wars of the sixteenth century, being known ag 
Protestants, they became the victimns of Papal aniinosity and 
were scattered and expelled from Vranee, ‘The family subse: 
quently gained prominence in Switzerland and Belgium, where 
they acquired large possessions and continue to the present 
time. ‘Their ancien! coat of arms, above given, are intended 
to represent the noble birth and origin of the family, and Uicir 
reputation for firmness and fidelity. | 

1, Joris Jansen de Rapalie, one of this proscribed Ifugue- 
not race, “from Rochelle in France,” was the common ances: 
tor of all the American families of this name.* IIe came to 
this country with other colonists in 1628, in the Unity, a ship 
of the West India Company. and scttled at Fort Orange, now 
Albany, where he continued three years. In 1628 he removed 
to New Amsterdam, and resided there till after the birth of his 
youngest child, On June 16, 1537, he hought from the Indians

Some assert that Joria Jansen do Rapaiie, and Antony Janaen Van 
Salee, of Gravesend, were brothera, and their family namo, Jansen. Our 
early records do not corroborate this stuternent, but go very far to disprove 
it, The whole saems to bo a mere assumption from the occurrences of Jansen 
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a tract of land computed at 835 acres, called Rennegaconck, 
now included within the town of Brooklyn, and comprehend- 
ing the lands occupied by the U.S. Marine Hospital. Here 
Mr. Rapalic finally located, and spent the remainder of his life.

It hag also been act down as veritable history, that said Antony Jansen Van 
Salee was the progenitor of a large family of Johnsons upon Long Island 
and elsewhere, of which is Hon. Jeremiah Johnson of Brooklyn. This is an 
error. Gen, Johnson, ag clearly appears from existing records, is a descend. 
ant, in the fourth zeneration, of Jan Barentsen van Driest, who came jn 1657 
from Zutphen in Guelderland, and settled at Gravesend. See an article on 
Antony Jansen van Salee in the Brookly Daily Eagle of Feb. 20, 1851. 
The valuable work on American Genealogy, by folgate, contains very se- 
rious mistakes respecting the Johnson and Rapelye families, which only those 
Acquainted with the difliculties of yenealogical investigation will know how 
to excuse.

JORIS JANSEN RAPALJE, came from Rochelle, 
France, to America in 1624, on the Umtty. He and 
his wife, Catalina Trico, who was born in 1605 in 
Pry, Spanish Netherlands, and who died the llth 

of September 16389, are the only Huguenots known 
by name to have been on the Umtty. They were mar- 
ried 21 January 1624. JORIS JANSEN RAPALJE died 


1662. 


JORIS JANSEN RAPALJE stopped first at Staten 
Island, then removed to Fort Orange for three 
years, and then returmed to New Amsterdam (New 
York), where the Rapalje family was infiuential 
in the growth of the city.

HE Rapelje family in the Old World, the Coligny family of France, 
was next to the families Montmorency, Roliun, Leval, and the semi- 
royal house of Lorraine, the most important in the line of French 
heraldry. The ancestry of the family has been traced back to the first 

=) duke of Burgundy of the sixteenth century, and at that period had 

been a great house for more than four hundred years. In 1120 they 
founded the Abbey of Le Mirerir, and in 1202 the abbeys Montmerle and Griilon. 

Humbert de Coligny is reputed to have followed Conrad III. in the several crusades, 

but this has not been definitely established. In the department of Ain, on the line from 

Lyons to Strasburg, about fifty miles from Geneva to the west and twenty-five miles 

to the north of Main, is the small village of Coligny, the origin of the family name. 

-One hundred years before the birth of the celebrated Admiral Coligny, the martyr 

who was put to death by order of Queen Catherine of Navarre, and became one of the 

numerous victims of the massacre of St. Bartholomew, the family. of Coligny removed 
to Chatillon-sur-Loing, from which latter place his titles, Gaspard di Coligny, Marquis 
de Chatillon, Admiral of France, Colonel of the French Infantry, Governor of Picardy, 

Isle de France, Paris and Havre was derived. The Admiral’s father had enjoyed the 

high favor of Francis I and held the position of Marshal of France, governor of 

Picardy, Lieutenant of the Principality of Orange and the county of Guienne. His son, 

the admiral, received in 1577 the collar of the order and the command of the French 

‘infantry. He opposed the English troops at Boulogne and negotiated the treaty which 

restored: the city to the French in 1550. In 1557 he commanded the infantry in the 

‘campaign of Lorraine, helped in the capture of Metz, siege of Verdun, and in the 

sieges of Rodermark, Damvilliers, Ivry and Montmedy was a conspicuous chieftain, 

and under the Duke of Vendome he carried by assault Hesden and Seronaune in 

Picardy. He incurred the animosity of Catherine of Navarre by espousing the Prot- 

estant cause, and was assassinated August 24, 1572.

, Of this family, Gaspard Colet de Rapellea, nephew of the Ad- 
miral, was born in Chatillon-sur-Loing, in 1505. He was a staunch Protestant, and after 
suffering beyond endurance he fled to the forests of the Ardennes, and under the protec- 
tion of the kingdom of the Netherlands found refuge from further persecutions. He

there married a daughter of Victor Antoine Jansen, of Antwerp, and he named his 
three children in the order of their births—(1) Gaspard Coligny, after his uncle and 
himself; (2) Gaspard Colet, thus preserving the family name; and (3) a daughter 
Brickje, who married her cousin, Victor Honorus Jansen, and their son Abraham Jan- 
sen became an historical painter and married the daughter of Hans Loedwick, of Am- 
sterdam, and by this marriage we have William, Joris and Antoine Jansen de Rapella. 
These three brothers all came to the New Netherlands, William and Joris sailing from 
Rochelle, in France, in 1623 and locating at Fort Orange, Rensselaerwick, followed in 
1631 by Antoine, who preserved the true. family name of Jansen, and was the founder 
of that branch of the family in Asmerica. William died unmarried. 

Joris Jansen de Rapelje, the Walloon, came from the Gallo-Romance stock; this race 
includes the old Gallic-Beigian, intermingled with Teuton blood. The Walloons in the 
forests of Ardennes resisted the barbarous onslaught of the Germans, mixed themselves 
with the Roman element, and their language became romanized to such an extent as to 
become 2 French dialect. While akin to their Galli-Roman neighbors in France and 
using the French language in conversation and in literature, they have peculiar and dis- 


tinctive traits which combined patience, perseverance and industry with excitability and a 


disposition to passion. The s separation of Belgium from Holland was largely the work of 
the Walloons, and they constituted the leading element in Belgium statesmanship and 
advancements in the arts and sciences. It was largely from this stock that the early set- 
tlements in Rensselaerwick, New York, Long Island and Westchester were drawn. 


~~ I. JORIS (GEORGE) JANSEN RAPELJE and his wife Catalyntje, daughter of 
Joris Trico, of Paris, France, came to New Netherlands about 1632, proceeding up the 
Hudson river to Rensselaerwick in the ship “Unity,” in which they had crossed the At- 
lantic from Holland. Catalyntje Trico Rapelje was born probably in Holiand, in 1605, 
in which kingdom her parents had taken refuge from the persecutions of the Papal au- 
thorities of France. The time or her birth is fixed by her own testimony when on Octo- 
ber 17, 1688, she stated her age to be 83 years, and that she came in the ship “Unity” 
in 1623, landing in Rensselaerwick, Fort Orange, and in 1626 removing to New Am- 
sterdam. Their daughter Sarah was born at Fort Orange, June 7, 1625, and their young- 
est child, Daniel, was born in New Amsterdam, December 29, 1650. 
Joris Jansen Rapelje was one of the twelve great burghers of the New Netherlands, 
and represented the colonists in that capacity in 1641. He received a patent for a tract 
of land embracing 167 acres in Waliabout after 1650, at which time he moved to Breuck- 
elen. He served as a magistrate of Breuckelen, 1655-1656-1657-1660-1662, up to the time 
of the possession of the New Netherlands by the English, soon after which calamity to 
the Dutch settlers he died.

The F ounding Families of New Netherland 


No. 4. — THE RAPALJE-RAPELIE FAMILY, Part I. 
by George Olin Zabriskie, Fellow of the American Society of Gencalogists. 


Detailed account given of Joris Rapalje 
and his wife Catalina Trico, based on 


original records of early 17th century. 
Bas in January, 1624, a youthful Wa!loon couple 

must have watched with absorbed interest the busr- 
ling waterfront scene in Amsterdam as the ship Eend- 
racht (Unity) was made ready fer a long voyage. They 
had been recruited together with a number of families, 
mostly Walloons, to sail aboard the vessel as an advance 
party of colonists for the West India Company’s lands 
in far off America. The two young people, Joris Janszen 
Rapalje and Catalina Jeroninus Trico (as they later 
became known in New Netherland), had agreed to 
join the group subject to one condition, namely, that 
they could arrange to be married before the ship sailed. 

Little time remained to them, fer the departure date 
was drawing near and marriage in Holland took a goed 
deal of time. Normally, atter a couple notified the 
civil authorities of their intent to wed the action was 
followed by the proclamation of banns on the next 
three Sundays, in the church or churches to which they 
belonged, before the marriage could take place. Joris 
and Catalina registered their intention on Saturday, 
January 13, 1624 (New Style). They became man and 
wife in the Walloon Church at Amsterdam on the 
second Sunday, january 21, ene week earlier than 
normal and doubcless with an assist from the Amster- 
dare. Chamber of the Company. 

In the marriaze-intention registry the entry about 
them reads, wich various abbreviations and deletions, in 
Wucch and English as follows:

O mitted from this record are several items of infor- 
mation customarily inciuded to indicate, for example, 
duration of residence, and present marital status (we 
may safely assume that neither party was previously 
married). Since both were minors, the omission of 
parental approval suggests that neither had parents re- 
siding in Amsterdam or still living. Aad as Joris was 
not “‘assisted’’ by anyone, he may not have had a male 
relative in Amsterdam.'* 

Their marriage record at the Walloon Church 
Amsterdam reads in French as follows: ‘‘Espousé le 21 
de Janvier [1624] Joris Raporbie de Valencenne. et 
Caterine triko.” Thus we note that joris was born ac 
Valenciennes in Hainaut, a province at that time in the 
Greorce O. Zaseaiskiz, of flonoiulu, compiler of the star- 
dard Zabriskie Family history (pub. 1963) and author of an 
exceilent book on genealogical research techniques (1969), 
has lectured widely and written many articles. He retired im 


1965 after serving the U.S. Government 30 yeers, and 
winning several awards for meritorious acnieve real: 
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southern part of the Spanish Netherlands. The region 
has been in the Département du Nord of France since 
1668.° 

From the patronymic used by Joris in New Nether- 
land we know that his father was Jan (in Dutch) or 
Jean (in French or Walloon) Raparlie, or similar spell- 
ing. Alleged ancestries for Joris have been published 
in several versions, practically all of chem “built upon 
the sands of tradition instead of a solid foundation of 
documentary evidence.” ‘This is especially true of the 
account which uses the tolklore-stereotype of three 
brothers coming to America, as conceived and delineated 
by General Jeremiah Johnson more than a cencury ago. 

Based on the report made by a French researcher in 
1960, it seems apparent.that Joris was baptized Georges 
Rapareillet on April 28, 1604, in the Church of St. 
Nicholas at Valenciennes as the natural son of Jean 
Rapareillet. The record does not list the mother’s name. 
Baptism of a Protestant child in a Catholic church was 
net unusual! ac that time as it he!ped avoid persecution.* 
No further particulars about Joris have been found in 
the Amsterdam and Leyden church records and thos 
of the Bibliotheque Wallonne on microfi!ms at the 
Genealogical Society in Salt Lake City, or that support 
assertions that his surname was originally “de Rapalje.” 

Unfortunately the marriage entry dues noi reflect z 
second version of Catalina’s birthplace (as it did for 
Joris} to assist in its identification. ‘Pris Walslant,” 
her place of birth as plainly written on the intention 
document in place of the crossed out words “Paris, 
France,” has not been identified, except that it was in 
Wallonia. Phoneticaily the word “Pris” is similar to 
parijs; both names have much the same “ee” terminal 
sound. The site was likely a farm or some rural locality. 
In 1961, John I. Coddington listed it as “Pry,” due 
south of ‘Charleror: also, there was a farming of spelied 
“Pres,” northwest of Charieroi. These locations are in 
present Flainaut, a Walloon province in Belgium. 


Lictle has been found regarding the family named 
Trico, as variously spelled, in filmed copies of the old 
Dutch and Walloon records at Salt Lake City. As the 
1960 report from France points out, “Searches to es- 
tablish the origin of Catharine Trico are next to im- 
pessible .. .”, due to the sparseness 2f records in northern 
France. However, there are two records which provide 
at least a few clues to her family and place of birth. 

When the two Labadists, jasper Danckaerts znd Peter 
Sluyter, visited New York in i680 a man named De 
La Grange (given name presumably Arnoldus) and his 
wife Cornelia de Fonteijn took Danckaerzs to the Wall- 
about on May 30 to visit “his” cunt, Catalina Trico, “an 
ald Walloon woman from Valenciennes, seventy-four 
years old.” From this we can assume that Catalina’s 
birthplace or early home at “Pris” was near Valencien- 
nes. This gains support from the marriage-intention 
paper of Mary Fiamegh, the “sister” (in reality a half- 
sister) who assisted Catalina <¢ the registry office, that 
shows Mary was a native of Valenciennes.‘ 

Records at Amsterdam disclose that on July §, 1615 
{antention and first banns dated June 13), Philippe de 
Fonteijn de Wika: and Mary were married in the Wal-

loon Church. Both were born in Valenciennes; he was 


22, she 21. The intention document, which both of 


them signed, indicates that he was assisted by his brocher 
Jehan de fonteijne de Wickart, and she by her uncle, 
Zacherias Flamen. Absence of a notation about parental 
approval may indicate that Mary’s parents were dead 
in 1615. Cornelia de Fonteijn, wife to De La Grange, 
was probably a daughter of the Carel Fonceijn who 
came to New Amsterdam in 165% and lived for years 
in Bushwick, now part of Brooklyn. Pending a study 
of the De La Grange and De Fonteijn families, we 
assume that Carcl was the son of Mary Flamegh and 
nephew of Catalina Trico, thus making Catalina the 
great-aunt of Mrs. De La Grange.* 

The marriage of Joris and Catalina on January 21, 
1624, permitted them to sail four days later, Thursday, 
January 25, on board the Eendracht, Adrian Joriszen 
Tienpont (or Thienpont), skipper. Their fellow passen- 
gers included Sebastian Janszen Krol, John Monfort and 
his wife Jacqueline Moreau, about a dozen other families, 
probably also Walloons with marriageable daughters and 
perhaps several sons, together with about 30 unaccom- 
panied men (seamen and soldiers), some of whom may 
have been Walloons." 


A long series of momentous events in Europe had pre- 
ceded and led to this first sailing of colonists to New 
Netherland. Early in the previous century, and coin- 
cident with the rise of the Reformation, the Spanish 
sovereign became by inheritance the absolute ruler over 
a flourishing region to the north that roughly consisted 
of the present Netherlands, Belgium, Luxemburg and 
northern France. As the leading Catholic power, Spain, 
through two successive monarchs, Charles V and his son 
Philip II, sought cto prevent the spread of the new faith 
by oppressive measures and outright persecution. Philip’s 
coercive methods, including use of the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion, became so harsh that the provinces rebelled in 
1568, thus commencing a war for independence that 
lasted 80 years. 

Although at first the Spanish tercios were victorious 
everywhere, the tide turned and by the year 1600, with 
the Spaniards ousted from Dutch soil and their army 
crushed at the battle of Nieuport, the Netherlands won 
de facto recognition as an independent nation even 
though the war would continue sporadically until 1648. 
[n 1579 the seven northernmost provinces had united in 
political federation and two years later declared them- 
selves free of Spanish rule as the Republic of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands. William of Orange, sur- 
named the Silent, was the heart and soul of the Dutch 
revolt and through his leadership the States General 
came to direct the destinies of a new and vigorous com- 
monwealth. The southern provinces remained under 
Spanish control. 

The Spanish persecutions had caused widespread mi- 
grations from all of the Netherlands to England, Scan- 
dinavia, the German states along the Rhine, Switzerland, 
and to some extent to France. After the formation of 
the Dutch republic, many of these people from the 
northern provinces returned home. At the same time 
thousands of the migrant Flemish and Walloons removed 
to the Netherlands from England, the Germanies and 
elsewhere. In addition, migrations from the Spanish 
Netherlands continued for many years. 

As a result of these developments the Spanish Nether- 
lands stagnated while the Dutch Republic prospered. 
Holland's “Golden Age” began in the arts, sciences and 
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commerce. Arosterdam became the leading trade cen 
of Europe and Holland its foremost maritime power. 


it 1609, at the initiatiwe of Spain, now a suitor a 
no longer the arbiter of Europe's destinies, the Twel 
Years Truce was negotiated that gave the Dutch 
portunity to further extend their maritime and co 
mercial operations throughout the world. That sa 
vear Henry Hudson, an Englishman employed by ¢ 
Dutch East India Company, explored the river nam 
for him in America. He was soon followed by Dut 
explorers and traders. From 1615 to 1618 the Start 
General granted severai short-term charters to merchan 
seeking to exploit the fur trade in New Netherlan 
afterward there ensued a period of free trade. 

As the Truce ended, in 1621, the States General cha 
tered the West India Company with a 24-year m 
nopoly of navigation and trade on the eastern coas 
and adjacent islands of North and South America, an 
along the west coast of Africa south of the Tropic o 
Cancer.” Although its charter took effect from July 1 
1621, the Company did not become fully organize 
and operational for two years. Plans made during thi 
hiatus enabled an enterprising Huguenot refugee, Jes 
de Forest, and ten other heads of Walloon families a 
Leyden, to sail in the ship Pigeon from Amsterdam o

sterdam, while insisting that so long as-they were there, 
it was the deacons’ responsibility to see thac they had 
sufficient food and clothing. In these same years he 
successfully opposed the othcial formation of a Lutheran 
congregation in the town. A child of his time, Mega- 
polensis believed that there should be no official break 
in the religious unity of the colény, even though as a 
Dutchman he was quite willing to tolerate any man’s 
private opinions. 

More than anyone else, Megapolensis and his son 
Samuel (New Netherland’s first Harvard graduate who 
by now was his father’s assistant) were responsible for 
the peaceful surrender of the colony to the British in 
1664. They saw any attempt at resistance as useless 
bloodshed. and their point of view finally prevailed. 
Because of this stand, the domine was severely criticized 
in the Netherlands and even suspected of treason. 

Pragmatism is the basis of this very Dutch religious 
point of view. With little thac is doctrinaire, what is 
done is what has to be done. The gospel has to be 
preached to the Mohawks; Jesuit lives must be saved; 
Jews must be fed and clothed; the religious unity of 
the community must be maintained; the colony must 
be peacefully surrendered. This attitude is in sharp 
contrast with that of Puritan New Engiand, but one 
which has been 2 deep influence in the history of 
American Protestantism generally.

So as to convey some idea of freight rates for the 
international trade in Newfoundland fish, the price has 
been calculated for a number of voyages. A Dutch 
vessel in the trade sailed to Newfoundland in freight 
to pay for a lading of fish and then proceeded to the 
Straits of Gibraltar and through the Mediterranean to 
some port in Spain, France or [taly. There the fish 
would be sold and another cargo taken on board for 
the return trip to Amsterdam. These voyages often 
lasted seven or eight months. The overall freight charge, 
with its variables, makes unrealistic a rate computed on 
that basis; fortunately, however, many ships were hired 
by the month for 2 minimum of four, but in practice 
usually eight, months. 

In these examples, from documents in the Amsterdam 
archives, the freight rate per month per ton is given 
for this trade, together with information about date of 
freighting, the ships, erews and armament, as follows:

It is hoped thac the foregoing narrative and the several 
tabulations of datas derived from the documentary 
records at Amsterdam will serve as a useful contribution 
to our knowlcdge of Netherlands history in the 17th 
century. '

July 1, 1623, for South America to select a suitable 
place for the Levden Walloons to settle. 

Departing from the Texel on July 16, the Pigcon 
and her companion vessel, the yacht Mackeral, made 
for Plymouth, England, whence they sailed on August 
31. Near the Madeira Islands the ships parted company 
on September 14, the Pigeon continuing toward South 
America and the Mackeral proceeding to the West Indies. 
After spending weeks in the Caribbean in search of a 
Spanish prize, the Mackera! sailed north and reached the 
Hudson River on December 12, 1623. The ship wintered 
near present Albany and left in 1624 at a time “when 
the grain was nearly as high as a man.’ 

During the two-year organizational period of the 
West India Company, several trading ventures to New 
Netherland were authorized on condition that the ships 
return to Holland before July 1, 1622. At least two 
failed to come back until late in 1623; each of these 
ships left trade goods and small craft in New Nether- 
iand, and one or perhaps both left men there.° 

One of these ships was the Witte Deijf (White Dove). 
Before departing from America her captain turned over 
five boats to Jonathan de Necker, skipper for Willem 
Smellen who later became a director of Zeeland Cham- 
ber of the Company. These small craft included a 32- 
ton yacht, the Omvallende Nooteboom (Falling Nut 
Tree), less sails and rigging; a 16-ton yacht, probably 
the Rooden Deijf (Red Dove), !ess anchor, cables and 
munitions; a sloop of six tons; a Zaandam barge, and 
a Biscay shallop, or sloop. These vessels also wintered 
near Albany.’® 

The other ship that returned to Holland in late 1623 
was commanded by Adrian Joriszen Tienpont, skipper 
for a merchant named Courten of the Zeeland Chamber. 
On November 3, 1623, Tienpont appeared before the 
Assembly of Nineteen, executive body of the Company, 
and asked approval for another voyage to the Hudson 
to recover some trade goods and two sloops, and to 
bring back several people.*’ 

Rather than grant permission for another independent 
venture the Assembly of Nineteen directed the Amster- 
dam Chamber, which administered New Netherlaad, to 
“equip” such a ship, including provision for zdditional 
trade goods. The Nineteen suggested that five or six 
families be sent over on this vessel as an advance party 
of “the colonists preparing to go to New Netherland.”

The Founding Families of New Netherland 


No. 4. — THE RAPALJE-RAPELJE FAMILY, Part II. 
by George Olin Zabriskie, Fellow of the American Society of Genealogists. 


Writer analyzes records and evaluates 
sources pertaining to Company's initial 


efforts to colonize New Netherland. 
1B donate the late fall of 1623 the West India Com- 

pany’s supreme executive body, the Assembly of 
Nineteen, directed the Amsterdam Chamber to “equip” 
a vessel with trade goods and an advance party of col- 
onists for a voyage to New Netherland. At about the 
same time, by coincidence, the Reformed Church Con- 
sistory in Amsterdam, on November 30, approved the 
application of Sebastian Janszen Krol to serve in the 
West Indies as a Comforter of the Sick. Krol was to 
have sailed on December 7, 1623, but became ill and 
did not go. 

When Krol recovered he was assigned as Comforter 
of the Sick to the colonists preparing to go to New 
Netherland. Consistory records indicate that he sailed 
from Amsterdam on January 25, 1624. That same day 
the Walloon congregation issued a transfer of member- 
ship certificate “to the West Indies” for John Monfort 
and his wife Catherine (error for Jacqueline) Moreav. 
As pointed out previously, the Rapaljes, Krol, the Mon- 
forts and others departed on the Eendracht with Tien- 
pont as skipper. We do not know when they reached 
the Hudson River, but it was probably in late March 
or early April, 1624.'° 

Many years later, in 1685 and again in 1688, Cat- 
alina Trico, widow of Joris Janszen Rapalje, made de- 
positions concerning ‘her arrival in America. It should 
be noted that such a declaration, in law a statement 
made orally upon oath in response to questions and 
taken down in writing for use in court in lieu of the 
witness’ oral testimony, must not be considered 2n un- 
limited historical account of the circumstances related. 
Catalina’s first deposition was made to assist William 
Penn in his dispute with the Calverts over the boundary 
separating Pennsylvania and Maryland, later known as 
the Mason-Dixon line. The purpose of her second de- 
position is not apparent. 

Catalina stated that she came on the Eendracht, 
“whereof was Commander Arien Jorise belonging to 
the West India Company, being che first ship that came 
here for the said Company ... [and] their said com- 
mander Arien Jorise stayed with them all winter and 
sent his son home with the ship...”. Furthermore, she 
said that Tienpont sent two families and six men to the 
Connecticut River; two families and eight men to the 
Delaware River, and left eight men at the mouth of 
the Hudson “‘to take possession.” 

Moreover, Catalina then continued, “The rest of the 
passengers went with the ship up to as far as Albany, 
which they then called Fort Orange. When the ship 
came as far as Esopus, which is half way to Albany, 
they lightened the ship with some boats that were left 
there by the Dutch that had been there the year before 
a-trading with the Indians upon their own accounts and 
gone back again to Holland, and so brought the vessel 
up...". From this it seems likely the two sloops Tien- 
pont lefc behind in 162} were the boats Catalina said 
were at Esopus. 

*The footnotes beginning on Page 12 continue in sequence 
those published in che January issue 
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According to her deposition as printed, about 18 
families were taken to Fort Orange. In fact, however, 
at the time the families were removed from Fort Orange 
to New Amsterdam late in 1626, only eight families 
and 10 to 12 men were there. So she may have meant 
“about 18 families and men.” However, some of the 
families may have been withdrawn earlier. 

In her first deposition Catalina said four couples were 
married at sea and that, some three weeks after their 
arrival, these eight people had been sent to the Delaware. 
In a statement made at the same time and for the same 
purpose, another colonist, Pieter Laurenson, said the first 
Dutch settlement on the Delaware consisted of three or 
four Walloon families. Thus the number of families 
sent to that area is uncertain and so, too, the total num- 


ber aboard the Eendracht.* 


iF August 1624 an unnamed ship returned to Amster- 
dam with furs and messages from colonists in “that 
part of Virginia called New Netherland” after she “had 
conveyed some families from Holland thither.” The 
vessel is said to have been the Mackeral, but that ship 
could not have sailed from the Albany area when “the 
grain was nearly as high as a man” (late July or early 
August) and reached Amsterdam during the latter 
month. Because the Mackera! indeed had been in New 
Netherland she has also been credited with taking the 
advance party as proposed the previous November — 
another manifest impossibility since, as we have seen, 
that ship departed from Holland on July 16, 1623. 

The new arrival, in fact, was Eendracht under the 
command, according to Catalina Trico, of Adrian Tien- 
pont’s son; and on board for a short visit home was 
Sebastian Janszen Krol. Some years later, on June 30, 
1634, Krol in a deposition about his first trip to New 
Netherland said he had “made a voyage and stay of 72 
months in that country,” a slight exaggeration of his 
actual sojourn. | 

But soon after coming home Krol told the Amsterdam 
Consistory, on November 14, 1624, “that there are preg- 
nant women there [among the colonists in America].” 
He did not say, as some writers have suggested, that 
children already had been born in New Netherland. Kro! 
asked for authority to perform baptisms and marriages. 
A week later, on November 21, he received permission 
“to administer christian baptism and marriage sacra- 
ments in ‘the Virginias.’” He sailed again for New 
Netherland in December 1624, or January 1625, on 
the Orangenboom."* 

Having considered the advance party of Walloon col- 
onists, we turn now to the main bedy. On March 28, 
1624, the Assembly of Nineteen approved the “articles 
and instructions” as drawn up for the guidance of “‘the 
colonists who go to New Netherland for the chamber 
of Amsterdam [and who] will be enrolled tomorrow.” 
After a day’s delay the colonists took an oath of ac- 
ceptance and allegiance before two Amsterdam mag- 
istrates on March 30. That day or soon afterward they 
sailed for America on the Nien Nederlandt, Cornelis 
Jacobszen May, skipper. On board as a “passenger in 
the service of the Company” was Willem van der Hulst 
(or Verhulst), who would succeed May as Director of 
New Netherland in 162%. 


Other passengers almost certainly included the fel- 
lowing, who with their destinations are listed and dated 
among the Amsterdam Walloon Church dismissals: 


(1) Philippe du Trieux, on March 11, 1624 “to the: 


West Indies”; (2) Antone Harduin, on March 13, “to 
Virginia”; (3) Arnould Rhemi and wife Marie Bauld- 
wyn, and Antonie Rhemi, on March 27, “to Virginia.” 
Two years later, in 1626, ““Aernou Renny” became plain- 
tiff in a suit against Verhulst in New Netherland.’* 
When dismissed by the Company after a year in office 
as resident Director of New Ntherland, Verhuist re- 
turned to Amsterdam in 1626. On July 30, 1627, in 
Amsterdam, he made a deposition designed to help 
Hendrik Eclkens and partners establish a claim against 
the West India Company for the five boats which 
Eelkens’ ship Witte Deijf had left in New Netherland 
late in 1623. Verhulst declared that the Nieuw Neder- 
landt sailed up the Hudson to near Albany — 
where they found a yacht anchored, called the Falling 
Nut Tree, and that the principal commanders and 
officers of the ship called New Netherland took into 
their possession the said yacht and lodged therein the 
families which were in their ship, as they also made 
use of the said yacht, until they had an opportunity 
to land and build dwelling places in which they after- 
ward lodged the said families. 


I, Trico’s deposition the sequence was, “made a small 
fort” and then “built themse!ves some huts of bark... .”. 
Verhulst had no reason for mentioning the Eendracht 
families, but iz is likely that they too were temporarily 
lodged on the anchored yacht. Verhulst, continuing-— 


Declares further, ac the time they arrived at the: 


yacht, on this yacht was already the commandery of 
Jan Jansz. Brouwer who with certain people were 
also lodged therein, in the service of the West India 
Company. Declares further that they found at the 
same time a yacht called the Red Dove with sails and 
tackle; that they used this yacht too in the service 
of the West India Company, sailing it along the coast 
- to the north and to the south, and have been trading 
with it in the service of the same Company; that 
they also found there a biscay-sloop which they also 
used in the service of the same Company.’® 
The only account of New Netherland’s first colonists 
that approaches contemporary reportage is that of Ni- 
colaes Wassenaer, an Amsterdam physician who from 
1622 to 1631 kept his countrymen up to date on cur- 
rent events by compendiums issued every six months 
at a time before newspapers existed. He was seldom an 
eye-witness to the occurrences described but depended 
almost entirely on word of mouth information. Al- 
though an indefatigable reporter and as a rule factually 
well grounded, Wassenaer in his synoptic method, or per- 
haps reliance on less than fully informed sources, some- 
times omitted details of interest to latter-day researchers. 
Thus, Wassenaer in his narrative does not mention the 
five boats left by the Witte Deijf in New Netherland 
during 1623, or the important roles they played on 
arrival of Nieuw Nederlandt in the Albany area. Nor 
does he refer to the advance party of colonists aboard 
Eendracht and their employment of these boats along 
_ with some people and trade goods under the direction 
of Skipper Adrian Joriszen Tienpont of Eendracht. 


Omitted, too, is the face that Verhulst was on Nieu 


Nederlandt. Plainly, Wassenaer’s accounc is far from 
complete. He states that the West India Company — 
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equipped in the spring a vessel of 130 lasts called 
the Nicu Nederlandt, whereof Cornelis Jacobsz May 
of Hoorn was skipper, with a company of 30 fam- 
ilies, mostly ‘Walloons, to plant a colony there. They 
sailed in the beginning of March, and, directing their 
course by the Canary Islands, steered toward the Wild 

Coast, and gained the west wind which luckily [took] 

them in the beginning of May into the [Hudson] 

River... [Note: Lucky indeed, to be propeiled west- 

ward by a wind blowing from west to east.—G.O.Z. | 

He [May] found a Frenchman lying in the mouth 

of the river ... but ... with the assistance of those 

of the yacht Maeckerec!, which had lain above, they 
caused a yacht of two guns to be manned, and con- 
voyed the Frenchman out of the river... 

This being done, the ship sailed up to the Maykans 
[Mohegan Indians], 44 leagues, and they built and 
completed a fort named “Orange,”’ with four bastions, 
on an island by them called Castle Island. They forth- 
with put the spade in the ground and began to plant, 
and before the yacht Maeckereel sailed the grain was 
nearly as high as a man, so that they are bravely 
advanced. They also placed a fort which they named 
“Wilhelmus” on Prince’s Island ... tor the defense 
ot the river below. On leaving there the course lies 
for the west wind, and, having got it, to the Ber- 
mudas, and so to the Channel and in a short time 
to the Fatherland... 

Not only is the foregoing report incomplete; it is 
partially incorrect. According to Wassenaer the Nien 
Nederland? sailed “the beginning of March”; but she 
was still in Amsterdam on the last day of March. Fort 
Orange was not built on Castle Island buc on the west 
bank of the Hudson, in present downtown Albany. 
“Fort Wilhelmus” on “Prince’s Island” has baffled meny 
writers, most of whom have tried to place it downriver 
from Albany. Wassenaer failed to tell his readers that 
he had moved his locale from the Hudson co the Del- 
aware River, where the fort was built on present Bur- 
lington Island. Note his sequence: they built Fort 
Orange, planted crops, then the Mackeral sailed; where- 
upon they “placed” Fort Wiihelmus, and “‘on leaving 
there” sailed toward Bermuda, and the west wind, no 
longer a strange phenomenon, wafted them home.** 

Wassenaer wrote his account under a sub-title dated 
April 1624, and used 1624 in the margin. These were 
changed to 1623 in O’Callaghan’s published version,

thus further garbling the story. The origina! account 
has nevertheless been called “trustworthy” and “‘con- 
temporary” (ergo accurate), and the information given 
in the Trico depositions was until very recent times 
rejected as the babblings of a senile old lady. It seems 
apparent, however, that it is Trico who has a better 


- claim to trustworthiness than Wassenaer as interpreted 


and embellished by O'Callaghan and his followers. In 
point of fact, the details she recalled after more than 
sixty years, and when over eighty years of age, are 
remarkably accurate.'* 

When one considers the size of Nien Nederlandt, 130 
“lasts” (260 tons), in relation to the about 30 coloniz- 
ing families, their belongings, tools and other equipment, 
plus the soldiers and crew, it seems not unlikely that 
this count included the people on Eendracht. 

Of the known colonists, only the Rapaljes can be 
said with certainty to have remained continuously in 
New Netherland. The Monforts went back to Holland, 
but returned to New Netheriand in 1639 with their 
son Peter and his family. The du Trieux family would 
stay in America, but in 1624 Philippe’s wife had not 
been dismissed from the Amsterdam Walloon Church, 
so he may have returned to Holland for her and their 
children. The Vigne family (name also spelled Vinje 
and Vinge) apparently came to New Netherland on one 
of the two 1624 ships, despite many assertions to the 
contrary. Rachel, the third daughter of Guilliam Vigne 
and Ariantje Cuvilje, was baptized March 16, 1623 
(New Style) in the Walloon Church at Leyden. The 
Vigne family is generaily believed to have stayed.?®

As a pictorial sequel to the article Dutch Ancestry 
of Domine Everardus Bogardus, concluded in the last 
issue, this early 17th century print graphically intro- 
duces the story of young Evert’s devastating aftlictions.

The circumstances surrounding this episode and pub-

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PRE-AMERICAN NOTES ON OLD NEW NETHER- 
LAND FAMILIES

RAPALLIER—-RAPALJE 
“Joris JANSEN Rapatje,” as he was commonly known 
- among the Dutch, alias Groxces RapALLter, son of JEAN, was 
one of the earliest Walloon settlers—subjects of the “High 
Mighty Lords” the States General of the United Netherlands 
_—who arrived in New Netherland, on the ship bearing the 
- young colony’s name, in the spring of the year 1624.2. With 


him arrived his bride, CaTALINE TrICAULtT, usttally called by 


the Dutch Catiyntye Trico. Few of the names of the other 
passengers on the New Netherland in 1624 can be found, and 
those only by inference from other well established facts. It 
- seems certain, however, that there were also some members of 
the De La Grance and Du Trieux families aboard the ship. 


‘The event of the first attempt to form an agricultural settlement in 
the thus far exclusively trading colony of the Dutch West India Com- 
pany in North America, has been internationally commemorated in 1924, 
during the “Huguenot-Walloon New Netherland Tercentennary.” The 
Student of American history and genealogy is naturally familiar with 
the various publications on the subject. 
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These Walloons oi 1624 were for the greater part native; 
of the free Northern Netherlands, or the adjoining Protestamr 
countries, where their fathers had found refuge from religious, 
political and cconomic persecutions of the 16th century. The 
original continental home of all these families was the Nether- 
land province of Henault, which like the other South Nether- 
land Provinces had nut been able to free itself from the yoke 
of Spain, and which side by side with the great and prosper- 


ous Dutch Republic continued its miserable existence after 


wow @ 


1578 under the name of the Spanish Netherlands. The 
ancient home of the Rapattrer family in particular was the 
old city of Valenciennes. The neighboring city of Douay was 
the chief location of the Trtcauir family, although Catatine 
is stated to have been born about 1605 at Paris, during the 
reign of that benevolent humanist prince, King Henry IV. 

The immediate ancestors of both families were weavers; 
the Tricault family name being permanently preserved in that 
of a certain woven stuff of which they were the inventors. 
3efore the Spanish devastation the weaving and cloth-making 
industry had flourished for a number of centuries in the cities 
of the Southern Netherlands, even since Roman and early 
Carolingian times.* 

To the Protestant Walloons and Flemings goes the credit of 
being the first Netherlanders to resist the tyranny of the 
Spanish Wing (in 1566), and the last of the South Nether- 
landers to fight for the liberty of their country on their own 
ancestral soil (in 1578). After the last mentioned date fow 
of them were left there, those who had escaped death at the 


hands of the cruel Spanish soldiers, or from the more cruel 


claws of the Inquisition, having fled to free countries, where 
they and their descendants were destined to continue the 
struggle even to our own day. ; 

The citizens of Valenciennes, after many verbal protests 
against the inroads of the Spanish King and his officials upon 
their sworn and established privileges and constitution, in 1566

closed the gates to Spanish troops, and on December 14th were 
declared rebellious. After a heroic resistance by its citizens 
the city was taken in January, 1567, by a Spanish army of 
veterans, many of whom had seen service in South and Cen- 
tral America, a service which had not rendered them less cruel 
er avaricious. Thousands of civilians, men, women and chil-

ei Tournay. At the latter city the two Calvinistic ministers, 
GUIDO De Bray and Perecrine De La Grance, who with 
Cromwellian zeal “in the name of the Lord of Hosts” had per- 
sonally conducted the battle outside the walls of Valenciennes, 
were captured and martyred. The fate of Valenciennes helped 
to consolidate the resistance of the various Netherland cities 
and provinces. Even after the arrival in 1567, of the Duke 
of Alva and his strong Spanish army, those members of the 
League of Nobles who had dared to defend the city’s conduct, 
had suffered death. It helped to create in the Northern 
Netherlands that spirit with which in 1568 they began the 
Eighty Years’ War, which terminated for them in a glorious 
peace in 1648, after the South, denuded of one of its most 
vital elements, the Protestants, had yielded an ignominious 
submission in 1579.3 

Of the survivors of Valenciennes, some escaped inland, 
others to the Flemish coast and the Channel Islands. The first 
named gathered mainly at Hanau and at Frankfort on Main. 
The others eventually reached England, particularly the towns 
of North and South Hampton, where they founded a com- 
munion united with those of the Channel Islands. Queen 
Elizabeth had come to the English throne in 1563. She had 
driven out of her realm those fanatics who had left such a 
bloody record behind them from the reign of Mary, wife of 
the Netherland tyrant, Philip 11 of Spain. Most of these had 
settled after 1563 in the Walloon Netherlands, and at Douay 
had established a seminary. Their presence there proved harm- 
ful to the Protestant Walloons and to the cause of liberty in 
the whole of the Southern Netherlands. Queen Elizabeth, 
therefore, reccived the Walloon refugees the more cordially.

In the “Registre de Ceux qui sont mors de l’égtise 
des Lstrangers Walons admise par la Maiesté de la Rayne 
Hlizabeth en la Ville de Hampton, 1367," the first member oi 
the Walloon colony there who died, is given as("Jean Rapar- 
FILLER, Native de Vallentienne.” The record adds: “fut en- 
terre au cimiti¢re du dit Hampton” (i. e. “He was buried in 
the cemetery of the said town of Hampton”) September 21, 
1567.) 

The second death in the colony was that of Jeupe, infant 
son of Bon Rapagrtinr; but the family increased again, and 
on August 8, 1568, was baptized in the Walloon Church oi 
Hampton, “David, son of Bon Ravraruier, of Valenchienne.” 

In the latter part of 1568, Bon Rapallicr moved with his 
family to Loudon, as appears from a document in the Record 

‘Office in Chancery Lane, London, which gives a list of foreipn 
residents reading as follows: 

“1568. Norton follie; 
Gate: 

“Andrew Hotten, skynner, a Dutchman, and Margareth, his wife, a 


French woman; Elizabeth and Sara, his daughters. They go to the 
French Church.

Bonne Rapallier remained in London and became a citizen 


there according to the following patent in the 18th year of 
Elizabeth : 


“BON RAPERLYE, from the dominions of the King of Spain, rt 
Feb. 1576.” 


Another list of strangers in London confirms the year of ar- 


rival in England as 1567, and the year of naturalization as 
1576: 


‘This entry shows that in England the Walloons, at first at least were 
not counted among the French people, although thcir tongue was 
French, but being Netherlanders were counted as Dutch. 
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“1383. BOONE RAPARLYE, silkewever, born in Valentia, and 
1ANE his wife: have bene here XVI yeres, and are of the Frenche 
Cherche; denison VII yeare.” 


This list does not mention another Jean Raparvier who had 
died in London shortly before, and was buried in the Parish 
Church yard of St. Botholph’s. His daughters, GrrTrupE 
aml Citristina, the first named the wife of Gerrit PIETERSEN 
excen of Rotterdam, (“Gerhardus Petri, civis Berganus, 
modo vero incola huius nostrae urbis Rotterdam’), on Dec. 20, 
1584, claimed the estate of this JEAN Rapar ter, or Johannes 
de Rapaille, as he was called in the Latin text.5 ’ 

A third list of foreign residents in London is found in the 
Hatfield House, in the Salisbury MSS., and contains this entry: 


“1585. BOONE RAPARLYE, silkweaver, born in Valenciennes, 
and JANE, his wife, of the French Church; living in Black Friars.” 


After his wife’s death, Bonne Rapallier married BarBara 
In a tax list of 1597 there appears as living in Col- 
man Street Ward, St. Stephen’s Parish: 


-—— 


“BON RAPERELLY, and Barbara, his wyfe, XVI d. taxe per polle.” 


In tax lists of 1598 and 1600 the name is spelled “Raperley.” 
We find “Bon Raparlye” mentioned for the last time on July 
23. 1604, a witness in the Fretich Church on Threadneedle 
Street, London, to the baptism of Jean, son of Jean Loreau 
and Susanna (Rapallier?). 

It deserves attention that at about the same time there 
lived at Norwich, in England, two weavers, Jean and Jacgugs 
(De) Rapattrer, who were members of the French Church 
there. They seem to have been brothers, and sons of a pos- 
sible Prerre Rapatvier, since the eldest son of each was 


named Pierre. Jean was married before Jacques, and seems: 


to have been a few years his senior. The records of them, 
their children and grandchildren at Norwich, cover a period of 
forty years, as follows:

The bride can have been no one else but “Mary, daughter of 
Gitte” Provost, baptized at Norwich Nov. 4, 1604. Her 
brother, Jean Provost, born 1605, was witness to the baptism 
of her eldest child.

The attitude of the Stuart Kings, James I and Charles I, 
and the Arch-bishops of Canterbury during their reigns, 
toward all dissenters and the foreign congregations in Eng- 
land, especially from 1609 to 1639, caused many Walloon de- 
scendants to leave and settle in the industrial (mostly weav-

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ing) centers in the Dutch Republic. In those years many of 
the Walloon descendants, who until 1629 had lived undisturbed 
at or near La Rochelle, in France, also gathered there. Ley- 
fen, Haerlem, Middleburgh and Flushing were the most 
prominent of these cities, while many of them settled at Am- 
erdam. Numerous descendants of these people went later to 
North America or South Africa, where their blood has per- 
meated the new nations. 


During the Twelve Years’ Truce between the Dutch Re- 
public and Spain (1609-1621) many South Netherland de- 
scendants from England and Germany settled in the Norcnern 
Netherlands, where commerce, industry, art and science flour- 
ished in the benevolent light of peace and freedom. No 
longer subjects of the King of Spain, but Dutch, English or 
German citizens, they dared to revisit the Spanish Nether- 
lands, the home of their fathers and grandfathers, and in many 
cases succeeding in recovering some of the ancestral property. 
Some of them, in spite of the bigotry and lack of progress 
which surrounded them there, remained for a number of years, 
but disillusioned they finally, in must cases, returned to Eng- 
land, Holland or Germany. Belgium was destined to remain 
unprogressive for another two hundred years, until partly 
awakened by the spirit of humanism evident in the American 
and French Revolutions. 


In the carly 17th century we find members of the RArALLIE 
family back in Henault. There were some of them in the 
smiall town of Celles where a Reformed congregation existed 
in secret. Of these some went to the Dutch Republic and 
settled at Middelburgh, in Zeeland, a city as near to France 
as to England. The records of the French Reformed Church 
at Middleburgh contain the following entries:

Members of the family® were at Leyden, Holland, at the 
time of Joris JaNsEN Rapattte’s migration to New Nethe-. 
land, but the records of that city? have still to be searched 
more thoroughly. That Joris Jansex Rapaitre, the New 
Netherland settler and ancestor of the Raretyea family in 
America, had come from Leyden and was of Valenciennes 
Origin, is confirmed by a statement in the Journal of the [a- 
baits, Danckerts and Sluyter2® The’ Labadists visited the 
Dutch remaining on the Delaware in 1679 and 1€8o, and with 
Arxoip Dr La Grange” paid a visit to New York and en- 
virons.

Well known are the two official declarations 
made by Catalyntje Trico of her coming over in 1624, The 
Originals are in the office of the Secretary of State at Albany, 
N. Y., and are dated Feb. 14. 1685, and Oct. 17, 1688, re- 
spectively. She is mentioned in the one as “aged four score 


"In Feb., 1629, ELISABETH BAUDEWYN, wife of JEAN RA- 
PAILLE, became a member of the Walloon Church at Leyden. (See: 
Communicant Register, Leyden Walloon Church, 1627-1663.) 


*The Holland Government and the City of Leyden preserves these 
documents carefully, but has not the historical interest in their publica- 
tion which America has. It therefore remains for American Socicties, 
with the consent of the Owners, tu uncover and publish many of these 
records. Their value is somewhat illustrated by the publications of 
the Huguenot Socicty of London. There exists, for example, a large 
and complete manuscript in the Leyden archives entitled “Census of the 
City of Leyden, 1622.” Its publication would be of the greatest interest 
in connection with American colonial genealogy. 


“The Original Dutch manuscript of this Journal is preserved in the 
collections of the Long Island Historical Society, and has been trans-

SARA RAPALJE is often stated to have been the first born white 
girl of the Middle Colonies, just as Peregrine White and Virginid Dare 
were the first of the Northern and Southern English colonies, The 
list quoted gives her birth date as the oth of June, 1625, but this is 
possibly the date of her baptism. The New York Historical Society 


has a letter by Peter D. Vroom, son-in-law of Gysbert Bogart, who 


Was a great-grandson of Teunis Gysbertsen Bogart and Sara Rapelje, 
his wiie. This letter states positively that Gysbert Bogart constantly 
maintained that his great-grandmother, Sara Rapelje, was born on the 
gth. and not the oth of June, 1625. 

Sebastiaen Jansen Crol, son of a Walloon weaver of ‘the refugee 
<olony at Harlingen, in Friesland, who as “comforter of the sick’ had 
come to New Netherland in 1624, had in 1625 been ordained to adminis- 


ter the baptisms there. Sara was most likely baptised by Brother Crol, 
who was at Fort Orange at the time. 


"OF this child it is expressly stated that his name was Daniel De 
ppelje, which seems to indicate that the family had not yet lost 
the tradition of the original form of the family name.

(New Governor of New Netherland, Peter Minuit, arrived’ on 
Manhattan, and in the same month purchased that island from 
the roaming Indians who had been in the habit of coming there 
every scason.

Her descendants. according to 
the Labadist visitors of 1680, numbered one hundred and 
forty-five, and “will soon reach 150.” a 
In the early 18th century, when the Long Island Dutch be- 
gan to spread over parts of New Jersey, a branch of the 
Rapalje family located in Sussex County, N. J. In the early 
Igth century members of the Rapalje family of Deckertown 
(now Sussex) went to Seneca County, N. Y., and founded 
there a new branch. . 

In the English, French and Dutch records the family name

Joris Jansen de Rapalje was the common ancestor of all the American families 
of that name. He and Catalina Trico were married at Amsterdam, Holland shortly before 
sailingo America. They were married on January 21, 1624. Joris Jansen Rapalje was 
Be eg 1604 at Valenciennes and Catalina Trico was born at Pry near Yulenciennes.

There is very little known about the parentage of Catalina Trico, but it has 
been pretty weil established that ier father's name was Jeronymus, she gave this 
name to her eighth child and third. There are many instances in the Dutch manscript 
records in which she is recorded as Catalyntje Jeronymus. (The Dutch used the father's 
first name as the middle name of the children as evidenced above.).

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RAPALJE | CHAPTER XIII 


“The Rapaclier family is descended from that of de Rapalje, 
which as early as the eleventh century possessed large estates 
in Bretagne, and ranked among the “arrie're-ban" of the French 
nobility. Some of its members were distinguished as military 
leaders in the crusades, others were celebrated for political 
eminence and professional talent. But in the religious wars 
of the sixteenth century, patents known as Protestants, they 
became the victims of Papal animosity and were scattered and 
expelled from France. The family subsequently gained prominence 
in Switzerland and Belgium, where they acquired large possessions 


and continue to the present time. 


Joris Jansen de Rapalje, one of the proscribed Huguenot 


“race, from La Rochelle in France, was the commcn ancestor of 
all the American families of the name. He came to this country 
with the Colonists in 1623, in the Unity, a ship of the West 
India Company, and settled at Fort Orange, now Albany, New York, 


where he continued for three years. 


‘George de Raparlier and his bride, Cataline Pa watt or 
Joris Jansen Rapalje and Catalyne Trico, as their names were 
spelled phonetically by the Dutch pecple, came from Leyden in 
Holland, where he was born. The patronymic “Jansen" indicated 
that George was 'fils de Jean de Raparlier'. His father, Jean 
Raparlier, a weaver, had settled there from one of the Belgian 


refugee colonies in the southern part of England, either from 
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London, Canterbury, Sandwich or Southampton, where he was born, 
Jean Raparlier's parents and his grandfather, Jean de la 
Raparlier, had fled to England after the Spanish capture and 
destruction of their ancestral city of Valenciennes in 1567, 
and they had landed in Southampton in September of that year. 
Valenciennes then a city in the French-speaking part of the 
Netherlands, was the first city which heroically opposed the 
tyranny of Philip, Lord of the Netherlands, and hereditary King 
of Spain. Those reverent martyrs, the well known formulators 

of the Reformed Confession of the Faith, known as "The Galic 
Confession", Peregrine de la Grange and Guido de Bray, preachers 
at Valenciennes, friends and probably relatives of the Raparlier 


family, had found their death and heavenly crown in 1567. 


From family letters, in the Soaremanetd of the New York 
Historical Society, based upon the statement of her great-grandson, 
Gysbert Bogert, we know that sarktt Raparlier, daughter of 
George Raparlier and Cataline Tricaud, his wife, was born at 
Fort Orange (later Albany), on June 7, 1624, and not on the 9th 
of June as some have said. She was the first white girl born 


in New Netherland.

E 1 oPeee _. Joris Jansen Rapalje was a Huguenot who came from 
Leyden, Holland, and settled in Fort Orange,.Albany. Joris 
was a grandson of Colet Rapalje, an officer in the Army of 
Henry of Navarre, King Louis XIV. In 1655 and several times 
thereafter, was one of the magistrates of Brooklyn. Joris 
was a leader among the persecuted Walloons of the Reformed 
Faith who fled to this ccuntry and established the hamlet 
at the Wallabout, on the Long Island shore of the East River, 
which now gives the name of Wallabout to tnat pertion of 

' the modern city of Brooklyn, New York. The name of Rapalje 


occurs with great frequency in the early annais of the New 
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Netherlands and of the Province after the English occupation, 


often in positions of trust and public importance. 


In the town of Bushwick, the first settlers in thas 
territory of the later town of Bushwick seems to have been 
mostly Scandinavian was included Hans Hansen. His land 
extended from the Kil of Joris Rapalje through a part of 


the towns of Brooklyn and Bushwick to the Newtown Creek. 


South of the Hans Hansen's plantation the land was 
granted in 1661 to the villagers for common woodland, and 
was known as.the Boswijck Nieuw Loten, or the New Lotts of 


Bushwick. 


Across the Broenien line Joris Jansen Rapalje's 
Plantation, called by the Indians, "Rinnegacouck", extended 
from Wallabout Bay (originally Walboght) south to Nostrand 
and De Kalb Avenues. He had purchased the land from the 


Indians in 1637 and received a patent for it in 1643. 


In 1830 Wallabout Village was started, including within 
its limits the Cripplebush Settlement, later this section 
was known as East Biodk Ey. The old Rappalyea House on the 
Cripplebush Road, Wallabout, was built by the great-grand- 
father of Jeremiah J. Rappalyea who was born there in 1813. 
When the old house had to be torn down, Jeremiah moved to 


the house he had built upon the upper part of his farm. 
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Hans H. Bergen and Joris Rapalje are listed in the 
New York Knickerbacker Families, as was Francis Goelet, 
whose son .Jacob married Jannetje Cossart, daughter of 


Jacques Cossart."

Catalyntje Trico, wife of Joris Jansen Rapalie, is said 

to have been of the Tricault family, which was located chiefly 

in the neighborhood of Valenciennes, France. Immediate ancestors 

of the family are also credited with having been weavers, the 

family name being permanently preserved in that of a certain 

woven fabric of which they were the inventors. (Tricot weave, 

a soft kind of ribbed cloth). used as dress material; ora 


woolen yarn fabric knitted by hand). 


Catalyntje's father is said by some writers to have been 
Joris Trico. Another states that she was the daughter of Jan — 
Trico, a physician of Paris, France. Also, that her father 
was Jeronomis Trico and her mother's name said to have been 
Mary ? ‘This family arrived in America from Valenciennes, France 


in 1620. I found no.record of any children other than Catalyntje. 


In October, 1688 Cately"n Trico, age about 83, made a 
desposition, at her house on Long Island, in ye Wall Bought, 
before William Morris, Justice of the peace, concerning her 
trip in 1623 aboard a ship she called ye "Unity" when she came 
to this country, to the best of her rememberance. She also made 
a desposition aged fouer score years or thereabouts in New Yorke 
February 14, 1685/5 before The Dongan. That fouer women came 


along with her in the same Shipp and were married at sea. 


The 1688 desposition - When ye Ship. came as farr as Albany, 


which they then cailed Fort Orange, ye Ship came as farr as 
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Sopus which is 1/2 way to Albanie, they were left there by ye 
Dutch. She lived in Albany three years, all which time ye 

said Indians were all as quiet as Lambs and came and eaded 
with all ye freedom Imagineable; in ye year 1626 she came from 
Albany and settled at New Yorke where she lived for many years 


and then came to Long Island where she now lives. 


The following report contradicts her statement, because 
of her age, that she must have come over on the "New Netherland" 
as the ship "Unity" does not appear on the records until shortly 
after 1631. That the "New Netherland", was convoyed in 1624, 


by either "de Hocpe" or "de Eendracht," both contemporary Dutch 


warships. 


Conclusion: That the ship "Mackerel" sailed July 16, 1623, 
from Texel with the advance guard of the Colonists, and that 


the "Mackerel" took possession December 12, 1623. 
(from The Trico Affidavits) 


It is established from Catalyntje's deposition of 1688, 
that in 1626 the family, (then three in number) moved to New 
York and after several years moved to Long Island. In the 
summer of 1626 there were 270 white inhabitants living at the 


lower end of the island. Here Rapalie opened the first public 


inn. 
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Little else in the way of documentary records has been 
found. ‘In 1642 she asked of Pauls Van der Beeck why he had 
. struck her daughter. Upon his denying the accusation, she 

replied "you lie like a villain and a dog". He struck her in 
the presence of witnessess and called her vile names. For this 
she sued him for slander, January 5, 1645. On January 12, he 
Geclared he could not prove his assertions and that he "knows 


nothing of the plaintiff but what is virtuous and good and as 


he struck her he will pay the fine of 2 1/2 guilders."

By way of further orientation 
in time of the early founding of America:-in 1607 
Jamestown, Va., was founded; 1609 Hendrick Hudson, 
in the ship "Half Moon'', discovered the Hudson 
River and the Delaware River; in 1620 the Pilgrims 
landed at Plymouth Rock; in 1624 the first civil 
government was established in New Netherlands; in 
1633 the ships ''Ark"’ and ''Dovoe'' set sail from Cowes, 
Fngland, with founders of Maryland. 

/ Marritie Joris Rapalje Vandervoort was of older 
American stock than Michael Paul. She was bom 
March 11, 1627 in New Amsterdan, the second child 
of Joris (George) Jansen Rapalje and Catalynie 
Trico Rapalje both Walloons. ‘The date of her 

death is not known. Her sister, Sarah, two years 
older, was the first white female child of European 
parentage born in the colony of New Netherlands. 
She had nine other brothers and sisters. Maria 
was less than 14 years old when she married Michael 
Paul, on November 18, 1640, (note difference in 
date with preceding date) according to an original 
Bergen Family record preserved in the library of 
the New York Historical Society, per Dorothy Lutt- 
rell. By her depositions to authorities, Maria's 
mother, Catalynie Trico, became’ the first historian 
and, incidentally, the first mid-wife of New Nether- 
lands. £& 

The next several paragraphs fron the Bergen 

Family, by Teunis G. Bergen, 1874, pp 23 and 24, 


. relate to the family of Maria Vandervoort and 


their early days in New Netherlands. ‘This is a 
deposition of Catalynia Trico (daughter of Jeron- 
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omis Trico of Paris), who was born in 1605 in Paris 
and died at the age of 84 years, September Lise 689., 
on Long Island. See pages 49, 50 and 51 of New York 
Documentary History by E. B. Callahan, M.D. Quarto 
edition Viii. 

In her deposition taken on the 14th day of Feb- 
ruary 1684-5, before Colonel Thomas Dugan, governor , 
of the provinces, she states that she came over in 
1623 or 1624, to the best of her remembrance. 

In the other, taken "at her house on Long Island, 
in ye Wale Bought this seventeenth day of October 
1688, before Willian Morris, Justice of the Peace, 
she states that she was aged about 83 years, and was 
born in Paris; that in 1623 she came to this country 
in the ship Unity, commanded by Adrian Jorise, that 
as soon as they came to 'Mannatans', now called 
. New York, they sent two families and six men to 
Harford River, two families and six men to Delaware 
River, eight men they left at New York to take pos- 
session, and the rest of the passengers, about eigh- 
teen families, went with the ship as far as Albany, 
then cailed Fort Orangie. That deponent lived in 
Albany three years, that in 1626 she came from 
Albany and settled in New York where she lived after- 
ward for many years, and then came to Long Island 
where she now lives''’....... 

Joris (George) Jansen Rapalje, the common an- 
cestor of the Rapaljes in this country, 15 said er 
* by the late Teunis Bergen in his ''The Bergen Family 
to have been a proscribed Huguenot, from Rochelle 
in France, an imigrant in 1623 in the ship Unity 
with Catalynie Trico, whom he probably married be- 
fore the voyage, appears to have resided for three 
years in Albany, removed to New Amsterdam, where he 
remained for 22 years, occupying and owning a house 
and lot on the north side of Pearl Street, and but- 
ting against the south side of the fort, for which 
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he received a patent March 18, 1647. He lived there 
until after the birth of his youngest child in 1650. 
He sold this house June 22, 1654, to Hendrick Hender- 
son, drummer. During at least a part of this time he 
kept a tavern or taphouse, his name appearing as late 
as March 16, 1648, in Bergomasters Court list of tap- 
sters. In his early days he had been a sailor, a 
chief boatswain, in New Amsterdam. 

He probably removed to Long Island on a farm as 
early as 1655, which he had owned and cultivated pre- 
viously, for, an April 14th of that year, he was 
appointed one of the magistrates of Brooklyn, in place 
of Pieter Cornellise. 

On the 16th day of June, 1637, Rapalje bought a 
tract of land of the Indians, lying on Long Island, | 
in the bend of Mereckkawick (the Indian name for 
Brooklyn), the bend of the Mereckkawick being the 
same as Waaleboght Cove. On this land, which is 
Situated in the city of Brooklyn, in the vicinity 
and including what was until recently, the United 
States Naval Yard and on the easterly side of the 
Wallabout, Rapalje finally located, and died soon 
after the close of the Dutch administration. He 
and Catulynie had eleven children. 

From the Journal of Dankers § Sluyter, lab- 
adists who visited this country in 1678: On May 30, 
1679, they visited Catalynie. 'M. de LaGrange 
and his wife invited me to accompany them in their 
boat to the Walebocht, a place situated on Long 
Island, an hour's distance below the city and oppo- 
site Corlears Hoeck. The aunt of de LaGrange (Cat- 
alynie Trico) is an old Walloon. She is wordly- 
minded, living with her whole heart, as well as 
body, among her progeny, which now numbers 145 and 
will soon reach 150. Nevertheless, she lived alone 
by herself, a little apart from the others, having 
her little garden and other conveniences with which 
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<ratoerna pessoas ges a astatecth.

"K'' Catalynie's mark when she joined the Brooklyn 
Church with her husband Christmas day 1662. They 
had previously been members of the Dutch Reformed 
Church in New Amsterdam. 

On November 4, 1628, the ship "Arms of Amsterdam'' 
landed at Amsterdam, Holland, from a voyage to New 
Amsterdam, bringing news of the purchase of Manhat- 
tan Island from the natives, with goods valued at 
sixty guilders ($24.00 of our currency) and news 
that the colony was in a prosperous state, the soil 
fruitful, and the wives of the settlers had borne 
some children.

Frangois was succeeded as duc de Montmorency by his brother 
HENRI I (1534-1614), who, under the title of sieur de Damville, 
by which he is usually remembered, had fought in various theatres 
of war and became governor of Languedoc (1563) and marshal of 
France (1566). As a leader of the Politiques he administered 
Languedoc independently of the royal government and of Paris. 
In 1593 he acknowledged Henry IV as king and, in December, was 
rewarded with the office of constable. According to Brantéme he 
was illiterate. He died at Agde on April 1, 1614. 

Henry II de Montmorency (1595-1632), son of Frangois by his 
second wife, Louise de Budos, was appointed to succeed his father 
as governor of Languedoc in 1608 and became grand admiral in 
1612. Duc de Montmorency from 1614, he campaigned against 
the Huguenots in 1620 and took part in the sieges of Montauban 
and Montpellier. In 1625 the fleet which he commanded recap- 
tured the islands of Ré and Oléron, and in 1628 he fought against 
Henry de Rohan in Languedoc. In 1629-30 he served as lieuten- 
ant general in Piedmont, defeating the Spaniards at Avigliana. 
Marshal of France from Dec. 1630, he joined the faction of Gas- 
ton, duc d'Orléans, and tried to raise Languedoc against the car- 
dinal de Richelieu. Defeated in battle at Castelnaudary (Sept. 1, 
1632) and taken prisoner, he was tried before the parlement of 
Toulouse and, despite the pleas of several prominent persons, was 
executed as a traitor on Oct. 30, 1632. His widow, Maria Felicia 
Orsini (1600-66), took the veil, and became superior of the con- 
vent of the Visitation at Moulins. 

Henry II’s beautiful sister CHARLOTTE de Montmorency (1594 
1650) had been married in 1609 to Henry II de Bourbon, prince 
de Condé (see ConDE, PRINCES DE), who had to send her abroad to 
escape King Henry IV’s passionate attentions. Later she coura- 
geously upheld her children’s cause during the Fronde. The peer- 
age duchy of Montmorency, extinct on her brother’s death, was 
revived for the Condés in 1633; but its name was changed to 
Enghien in 1689. 

The Elder Lines of Montmorency.—The most famous de- 
scendant of the sire de Nivelle (see above) was his great-grandson 
PuitipepE de Montmorency, count of Horn, beheaded with the 
count of Egmond (g.v.) in 1568. The duelist FRANCoIs comte de 
Boutteville (see DurEL), beheaded in 1627, was sixth in descent 
from the sire de Fosseux and was the father of two remarkable 
children: ISABELLE ANGELIQUE (1627-1695), notorious for her 
intrigues as duchesse de Chatillon and later as duchess of Mecklen- 
burg; and Francors HENRI, the great marshal duc de Luxembourg 
(q.v.). The duchy of Beaufort, granted to the latter’s eldest son 
CHARLES FRANGoIS (1662-1726) in 1688, was renamed Mont- 
morency in 1689; acquired through marriage (1767) by a senior 
branch of the line of Fosseux, it became extinct with Raout in 
1862 (Napoleon III, however, gave the title duc de Montmorency 
in 1864 to Adalbert de Talleyrand-Périgord, son of Raoul’s sister 
Alix). Other French ducal titles held by descendants of the mar- 
shal duc de Luxembourg were: Chatillon (1696; renamed Boutte- 
ville 1736; extinct with the last successor to the Luxembourg title 
in 1861); and Beaumont (1765-1878). 

The house of Montmorency-Laval, which furnished three of the 
family’s marshals of France, including the notorious Gilles de Rais 
(g.v.), acquired the title of duc de Laval in 1758 (extinct 1851) 
and the Spanish title of duque de San Fernando Luis in 1815.

CHURCHILL, A WNSITAM (¢. 1728), 
bookseller, was connected with the family of 
the Churchills of Colliton, Dorsetshire, and 
was the son of William Churchill of Dor- 
chester. Ile was apprent iced to George Saw- 
bridge, and he and his brother John entered 
into business as booksellers and stationers at 
the sign of the Black Swan in Paternoster 
Row. They ‘ were of an universal trade,’ 
says Dunton. ‘T traded very considerably 
with them forseveral years ; and must do them 
the justice to say that I was never concerned 
with any persons more exact in their ac- 
compts and more just in their payments ’ 
(Life, i. 204). They published in 1695 the 
edition of Camden's ‘ Britannia’ by Bishop 
Cibson, who used a manuscript. (now lost pot 
John Aubrey, which he called ‘ Monumenta 
ritannica,’ lent to him by Churchill, and 
which was preserved by the Churchill family 
down to the commencement of the present 
century. A second edition of Gibson’s Cam- 
den was issued by Awnsham alone in 1722. 
Their next most important publication was 
the well-known work with which their name 
is usually associated : ‘A Collection of Voyages 
and Travels, some now first. printed “from 
original MSS., others translated out of foreign 
languages and now first published in Eng- 
lish; in four volumes, with an original pre- 
face giving an account of the progress of 
navigation,’ &e., 1704, 4 vols. folio. It was 
issued to subscribers in that year, and the 
publishers stated that they possessed ma- 
terials for two more volumes. These came 
out in 1732, ‘ printed by assignment from 
Mossrs. Churchill.’ ‘The first four volumes 
were reissued (new title-pages only) in 1732; 
a ‘third edition ’ of the six volumes is dated 
1744-6; and another by Thomas Osborne, 
1752. ‘A Collection from the Library of 
the Earl of Oxford,’ London, T. Osborne, 
1745 and 1747, 2 vols. folio, known as the 
‘ Harleian Collection,’ and a similar collec- 
tion by John IIarris (1744-8, 2 vols. folio), 
are usually added to Churchill's collection, 
making upavaluable set of reprintsof voyages 
and travels.

Mr. Tooke, of Gray’s-inn, lately published an 
edition of Churchill’s works, illustrated by much contem- 
porary history ; and we owe some partict lars of Churchill’s 
lite to the well-written memoirs prefixed to this work.! 
CHURCHILL (Sir Winston), a distinguished English 
genteman, son of John Churchill, esq. of Minthorn in 
Dorsetshire, by Sarah, daughter ead coheiress of sir Henry 
Winston, of Standiston in Gloucestershire, was descended 
from a very ancient family, and born at Wooton Glanville 
in Dorsetshire, or, according to Wood, at London, in 
1620. He was sent to St. John’s college in Oxford when 
he was scarce sixteen years of age, where he made an un- 
common progress in his studies; but, on account of the 
civil commotions which arose soon after, was obliged to 
leave the university before he had taken a degree. He 
engaged on the side of the king, for which he suffered se- 
verely in his fortune; and having married a daughter of 
sir John Drake of Aslie in Te poner was force ode to seek 
refuge in that gentleman’s house, where many of his chil- 
dren were born. At the restoration he represented Wey- 
mouth in the parliament which met in May 8, 1661. In 
1663, Charles II. conferred on him the honour of knight- 
hood; and soon after the foundation of the Royal Society, 
he was, for his known love of Jetters and conversation with 
Jearned men, elected a member of it in Dec. 1664. In 
the same year he was appointed one of the commissioners 
of the court of claims in Ireland ; and, upon his return, 
one of the clerks comptrollers of the green cloth. Not- 
withstanding his engagements in these public offices, he 
found time to draw up a kind of political essay upon the 
history of England, which was publisbed in folio, 1675, 
under the title of “ Divi Britannici, being a foaaee upon 
the lives of al] the kines of this rales from the year of the 
world 2855, unto the year cf grace 1660.” It was dedi- 
cated to Charles IT; and in the dedication the author takes 
notice, that having "served his majesty’s father as long as 
he could with his sword, he spent a great part of those 
leisure hours, which were “forced upon him by his misfor- 
tunes, in defending that prince’s cause, and indeed the 
cause of monarchy itself, with his pen: and he frankly 
owns, that he considered his work as the funeral oration of

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that deceased government, or ather, as his title speaks it, 
the apotheoses of departe od kings. W e are told by Wood, 
that there were some passages 10 this work about the king’s 
of raising moneys without parliament, which yvave 
such offence to the members then sitting, that the author 
had them cancelled, and the book reprinted. Nicolson 
speaks very slightly of ‘this performance, and represents it 
as * ouly giving the reader a diverting view of the arms 
and exploits of our kings down to the restoration in 1660;’ 
but it is very accurate as to dates and authorities.

Arabella: the eldest of his children, born in March 1648, 
was maid of honour to the duchess of York, and mistress 
to the duke, afterwards James I]. by whom she had two 
sons and two danghters. ‘The eldest, James Fitz-James, 
was created by his father duke of Berwick: he was atso 
knight of the garter and of the golden fleece, marshal of 
France, and gr atides of Spain of the first class. He was 
repute af one of the ereatest othcers tp his time; and when

CHURCHILL (Joun), duke of Marlborough, and prince 
of the holy Roman empire, was e 'dest son of sir Winston 
Churchill, and born at Ashe in Devonshire on Midsummer- 
day in 1650, A clergyman in the neighbourhood in- 
structed him in the first principles of literature, and he 
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
